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IT'LL definitely be a case of "in at the deep end" 
for Steve Spear this Christmas when he takes on 
a challenge that will chill most people to the bone 
just thinking about it. 

He will be doing not one but all three of the 
West Dorset sea swims that take place over the 
festive season. 

Steve and friends hope to raise money for two 
organisations that are crucial in keeping people 
safe at sea; the RNLI, and National Coastwatch - 
Lyme Bay. 

Steve is no stranger to "Spear-heading" new 
ideas. Since moving to Bridport 17 years ago, he 
has been involved in a number of local cam¬ 
paigns and organisations. These have included 
the NOWTS campaign about the waste transfer 
station and the successful campaign to stop the 
closure of Bradpole Post Office. He is vice-chair¬ 
man of Bradpole Parish Council and he is also 
chairman of the Bradpole Village Hall committee. 

Steve earns his living as a woodworker and lives 
in Bradpole with son Ned. 


■ WHAT made you decide to do all three swims this 
year? 

For the last few years I’ve been down to watch friends 
take part in the various swims that happen in the area 
over Christmas time. The first is at Charmouth on Christ¬ 
mas Day, then there’s one at West Bay on Boxing Day, 
and finally one on New Year’s Day in Lyme Regis. This 
year I thought I’d like to take part instead of just watch¬ 
ing from the beach. A friend who I often swim with sug¬ 
gested that if we were going to do one, then we might as 
well do all three, and in the process try and raise some 
money for charity. So I just took it on from there. 

■ WHY did you choose these particular charities? 

Well, obviously they are associated with the sea and nau¬ 
tical activities. The RNLI is one of the oldest and biggest 
charities in the country and although they could be said 
to be one of the most successful and well supported char¬ 
ities, they still need our support, even in small ways like 
this. NCI on the other hand is a lot less well known but 
they are particularly important here in Lyme Bay. The 
local Coastwatch Station at Burton Bradstock keeps a 
day in day out visual watch and can potentially spot in¬ 
cidents that radar and other surveillance equipment could 
miss, especially small things like swimmers and kayak¬ 
ers. 

■ HOW have you prepared yourself for the swims 



- do you take cold showers at home? 

Not cold showers, no. I’ve been building up to this all 
year, the most obvious thing is that I’ve had to go swim¬ 
ming in the sea as often as possible to acclimatise to the 
conditions. I don’t wear a wet suit - that would be cheat¬ 
ing - and I usually stay in the water for at least 25 min¬ 
utes. At this time of year the sea is cool but not terribly 
so at about 12 degrees but once you’re used to it, it 
doesn’t feel so bad, though it will be a bit colder by 
Christmas time. 


■ WHAT kind of support do you need in order to 
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complete your challenge? 

We need practical support in the way of people to help us 
particularly after the swims. It’s important that we have 
people around to help us once we’re out of the water - 
getting dressed and undressed. And the helpers need to 
have hot water bottles, hot drinks and loads of blankets 
and towels for us. If the water is very cold there’s always 
the risk of hypothermia but the events are likely to be can¬ 
celled if water temperatures get too low. 


■ APART from sea swimming, what else do you get 
up to in and around Bridport? 

I enjoy Bridport for all sorts of reasons. Being so close 
to the sea and countryside is a must for me, getting down 
to the beach first thing in the morning and swimming 
with my dog, walking and cycling in the fabulous Dorset 
countryside. Bridport itself is a great town with lots of 
wonderful people; the social and cultural scene is lively 
and friendly and it’s such an arty, bohemian town, it suits 
me down to the ground. I especially enjoy the hat festival 
which is such a success, I hope it keeps going. 

■ IF you were adrift at sea, which three famous peo¬ 
ple would you most like with you in the life raft and 
why? 

How about three Olympic rowers to row us quickly to 
land or anyone with a working mobile phone who can get 
a signal? If you were at sea a long time, you might want 
Ray Mears to rustle up some grub from seaweed and jel¬ 
lyfish or whatever. Then Nigella Lawson to cook it and 
look lovely and someone funny and clever like Alan Carr 
to keep your spirits up and lead the nightly sing-song.

'Every effort' will be made to 
reduce Church Street closure 

FOLLOWING news that Church Street in Lyme Regis will 
be closed for up to eight weeks in the New Year, town 
councillor Chris Clipson has said every effort will be 
made to complete the scheduled works as quickly as 
possible. 

The chairman of the Operational Management Sub¬ 
committee released a statement on the road closure for 
works on the Guildhall and The Hub youth club. 

He said: "The works to both buildings will commence 
on January 3rd with those to the Guildhall expected to 
take no more than three weeks. The works to The Hub 
are more extensive and are expected to take the full 
eight weeks. 

"Every effort will be made to complete the works and 
so re-open the road as soon as possible although, as 
with any external works, best progress will be depend¬ 
ent on favourable weather conditions. 

"Applications for road closures in Lyme Regis are not 
made or granted lightly. The impact on the town is 
recognised by both councils and Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust. 

"There is not a good time to close such a major route 
but there are certainly worse times and by doing these 
works now we would not look to apply for, and would 
certainly not expect to be granted, any further closures 
on this road until the winter of 2012/13 and only then if 
absolutely necessary." 

Marcus Dixon, cheif executive of Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, which owns The Hub, added: "Every effort 
will be made to complete the job and open the road ear¬ 
lier within the time allotted. I'd like to thank everyone for 
their forbearance and enabling us to establish The Hub 
as something the people of the town can be justly 
proud." 

The section of Church Street between the Monmouth 
Street and Coombe Street junctions could be closed 
until February 26th. A map of the affected area is avail¬

Council to set up support 
group for local organisations 


LYME REGIS TOWN 
COUNCIL NEWS

LYME Regis Town 
Council is setting up a 
community support 
group to help and advise 
local organisations in the 
running of their events. 

But there was opposi¬ 
tion at last week’s full 
council meeting to allo¬ 
cating a sum of £2,000 to 
Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust to administer 
the group. 

The idea came from 
Councillor Anita 

Williams who said she 
“had a vision” of setting 
up a group that “provides 
a forum for knowledge 
sharing assistance with 
applying for external 
grant funding, shares best 
practices and provides 
practical assistance to 
groups such as assisting 
with risk assessments, 
borrowing of equipment 
and insurance require¬ 
ments.” 

In an agenda note 
Councillor Williams said 
she had spoken to Re¬ 
gatta and Carnival secre¬ 
tary Alan Vian who was 
happy to be involved and 


believed it could be of 
great value. 

Mr Vian was aware that 
many organisations did 
not comply with legal 
and insurance require¬ 
ments and referred to the 
number of organisations 
that ran street collections 
without being licensed. 

Idea of value 

Councillor Williams 
also said that Marcus 
Dixon, chief executive of 
Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, believed the 
idea could be of value 
and was something that 
Ellen Rooke, as the Lyme 
Area Partnership co-ordi- 
nator, could do. 

The agenda note con¬ 
cluded by stating that 
Councillor Williams pro¬ 
posed that £2,000 be allo¬ 
cated for the purpose, 
adding: “I believe it 
would be an investment 


to help ensure that we 
havsustainable groups 
and will hopefully ensure 
that these groups con¬ 
tinue through hard 
times”. 

But when it actually 
came to making the pro¬ 
posal at the council meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Williams 
found herself in a diffi¬ 
cult position because she 
was a volunteer worker 
for the Development 
Trust and therefore had a 
personal interest. 

To overcome this issue, 
it was agreed that the 
council would vote only 
on the principle of setting 
up the community sup¬ 
port group and not the 
funding. 

In support of the propo¬ 
sition, Councillor 

Williams said it took a 
huge amount of time to 
sort out some of the more 


difficult issues in organ¬ 
ising events, such as risk 
assessments, and some 
organisations were left 
exposed. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, addressing 
her remarks to Councillor 
Williams, said: “You said 
you would take a look at 
this and run with it.” 

Councillor Williams 
replied: “I have very little 
time now.” 

About sharing 

Councillor Owen 
Lovell said he was op¬ 
posed to spending £2,000 
on setting up such a 
group, pointing that that 
Marcus Dixon had great 
experience in some of the 
issues raised and was al¬ 
ways willing to pass off 
advice. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell thought the setting 
up of such a group would 
be “of value”. She did not 
think it was about fund¬ 
ing but about sharing and 
giving information. 

Councillor Chris Clip- 
son said his experience of 
working with organisa¬ 


tions in Lyme over the 
last two years was that 
there were a number of 
issues that fell outside the 
normal remit of volun¬ 
teers. 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis said that a great deal 
of sharing ideas went on 
among local organisa¬ 
tions already but she did 
not think the council 
could afford to keep 
spending money on such 
ideas. 

She also pointed out 
that the district and 
county councils were pre¬ 
pared to offer free help 
and advice. 

Councillor Lorna 
Jenkin drew attention to 
the complex nature of 
dealing with such items 
as insurance and risk as¬ 
sessments. 

Councillor Campbell 
pointed out that the sug¬ 
gested £2,000 would only 
be a one-off cost and not 
an annual payment. 

Councillor Holman 
suggested it would be 
best to allocate the 
money to a reserve 


should it be needed, 
stressing that the original 
intention was for Coun¬ 
cillor Williams to lead the 
initiative without pay¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said that he was broadly 
in favour of the idea, 
pointing out that one pur¬ 
pose of the group would 
be to promote good prac¬ 
tice. 

Councillor Williams 
commented: “We are not 
reinventing the wheel. 
It’s about making life 
easier. Some organisa¬ 
tions do struggle to know 
what they have to do.” 

A proposal that a group 
be set up to share knowl¬ 
edge with the sum of 
£2,000 in a reserve fund 
was agreed eight votes to 
four. 

Those who voted 
against were Councillor 
Lovell, Councillor Ellis, 
Councillor Barbara 
Austin and Councillor 
Ann Bradbury. 


No free parking for 
second home owner 

A SECOND home owner in Lyme Regis has been re¬ 
fused a free parking permit despite opting to pay full 
council tax. 

Second home owners only have to pay 90 per cent 
council tax but the occupiers of a cottage in Sher¬ 
borne Lane wrote to the town council stating they had 
opted to pay the full amount. 

Lyme Regis Town Council offers free winter parking 
at Woodmead Halls and Cabanya car parks on produc¬ 
tion of residents' council tax bills and a document 
which shows their Lyme address and to which address 
their vehicle is registered. 

The second home owner wrote to the council ap¬ 
pealing against the refusal to grant a free winter park¬ 
ing pass as "a matter of principle". 

Councillor Lucy Campbell was of the opinion that 
the parking permits should be allocated only to peo¬ 
ple who lived in Lyme all the time. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis agreed, pointing out the 
concession was intended to benefit those who lived 
in Lyme 12 months a year. 

Councillor Anita Williams pointed out that it was not 
about having a second home but to which address the 
second home owner's car was registered. 

It was agreed to adhere to the council's policy.

LATE Night In Lyme 
traders are bracing them¬ 
selves to open to another 
ghost town on Friday after 
last week’s bid to attract 
Christmas shoppers fell 
flat and left Broad Street 
almost empty. 

Traders said the response 
to date to the town’s late 
night initiative was “dire” 
and “dreadful”. 

Almost every shop in the 
town stayed open late on 
Friday, even the Post Of¬ 
fice, but no traders were 
happy with the result. 

The expected shoppers 
deserted the town as 
Lyme’s second festive bid 
to fill the tills clashed with 
St Michael’s Primary 
School’s Christmas Fair 
and late-night openings in 
Sidmouth, Seaton and 
Axminster. 

The week before - the 
first of four Fridays on 
which shops will open 
until 8pm - Late Night in 
Lyme was wiped out by a 
Christmas fair at the 
Woodroffe School happen¬ 
ing at the same time. 

For the few shoppers 
who did step out for the 
unique experience of not 
having to worry about 
Christmas crowds, Broad 
Street and the rest of the 
town’s shops offered a bo¬ 
nanza of gift-buying op¬ 
portunities as traders put 
up a brave front against the 


odds. The Rotary Club 
roasted chestnuts around 
the Christmas tree and a 
festive street disco added 
some sound to the absence 
of ringing tills but, despite 
free parking, press adver¬ 
tising, Facebook and Twit¬ 
ter campaigns and a 
handful of traders offering 
shoppers free food and 
drinks, the inducements to 


shop locally flopped. 

Traders said that al¬ 
though they welcomed the 
scheme for Lyme to open 
until 8pm on four Fridays 
- December 2nd, 9th, 16th 
and 23rd - the idea had 
come too late to be prop¬ 
erly promoted to the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Lyme Bay Clothing staff 
said: “It’s been dreadful. 


Late night opening on one 
night would be great but 
staying open on four 
nights isn’t working. It’s 
not worth it.” 

Staff of Ruby Rockcake 
added: “There needs to be 
more things going on in 
the street at the same time 
- for instance a market 
with Christmas stalls.” 

Street entertainment 

“The street music needs 
to be more Christmassy”, 
said Ginger Beer staff. 
“We need things like a bar¬ 
rel organ and torches to 
light up the streets, we 
need street vendors with 
stalls, fire-eaters and stilt- 
walkers - this is Lyme, for 
God’s sake, we can do 
anything. 

“We’re meant to be the 
Pearl and it should be per¬ 
fect. We need carols sung 
in the streets and a brass 
band playing.” 

Lyme Regis Town Band 
was unavailable for per¬ 
formance as it was per¬ 
forming at Axminster’s 
rival Christmas event on 
Friday. 

Many traders said organ¬ 
isers should have erected 
large signs advertising 
Late Night in Lyme at all 
the entrances to the town 
and observed that current 
promotion was just not big 
enough. 

“Late night opening is a 
good idea but it needs 


more advertising”, said 
staff of Boylo’s surf shop 
on the seafront. “The word 
just has not got around yet. 
It will be better next year”. 

Rainbow Stores, usually 
one of Lyme’s busiest 
shops, closed on Friday for 
a staff event but said the 
response to the first late- 
night event had been 
“dire”. 

“In Bridport you can’t 
move at their late-night 
opening. They’ve got a 
Santa’s grotto and a 
carousel and all the market 
stalls stay up for it. In 
Bridport even the banks 
are offering mulled wine to 
people wanting to use the 
cash machines.” 

At the newly-opened 
Elephant’s Ear Wax Can¬ 
dle Company shopping 
was also slight. The own¬ 
ers agreed that more attrac¬ 
tions were needed if the 
town was to be made busy. 

Should stick at it 

But Late Night in Lyme’s 
cheerleader, Councillor 
Rikey Austin, urged 
traders to “stick at it”. 

Councillor Austin, who 
owns Alice’s Bear Shop, 
said: “I really believe that 
Late Night in Lyme will 
work but it may take a 
couple of years. We do 
need street markets and an 
attraction like an ice rink.” 

At the bear shop Coun¬ 
cillor Austin brought in 


local baker Brian Street to 
create Viennese mince pies 
along with mulled wine 
for the largely non-existent 
shoppers. 

Councillor Austin, who 
had bankrolled the cost of 
the event on her mortgage 
in case the town did not re¬

T HERE’S a grow¬ 
ing unease in 
Lyme Regis 
about the town coun¬ 
cil’s apparent willing¬ 
ness to put up money 
for projects that in past 
years have been car¬ 
ried out by volunteers. 

This should not be in¬ 
terpreted as any criti- 
cisim of how the 
council spends our 
money; after all they- 
have just fixed a pre¬ 
cept showing no 
increase on last year, 
despite rising prices 


and the council’s on¬ 
going commitment to 
the development of the 
Marine Parade shel¬ 
ters, the Marine The¬ 
atre and The Hub. 

That calls for prudent 
and careful budgeting. 

There was an inter¬ 
esting discussion at 
last week’s council 
meeting when Council¬ 
lor Anita Williams sug¬ 
gested that a 
community support 
group should be set up 
with a budget of £2,000. 

The idea is that such 


a group, probably to be 
fronted by Lyme Regis 
Development Trust 
through its Lyme For¬ 
ward initiative, would 
offer assistance when 
local organisations were 
faced with such daunt¬ 


ing tasks as compiling 
risk assessments, get¬ 
ting licences, insur¬ 
ances and road closures 
and preparing business 
plans. 

In essence, this is a 
good idea, although 


much of this already 
takes place by organisa¬ 
tions talking to each 
other.

LYME Regis Art Group learnt how to creatively use 
coloured tissue paper at their latest demonstration with 
Deborah Vallance. 

Artist Deboarah uses the brightest acid-free tissue to 
create colourful designs, drawing on the layers of the 
thin paper with hot wax, spraying it with neat bleach, 
scrunching and screwing it up, and splashing it with 
coloured dyes. 

The pieces are welded to each other and to the back¬ 
ing paper with a layer of hot wax and then, when all 
is cool and dry, a layer of PVA glue mixed with water 
gives the completed image a strong waterproof coat¬ 
ing. 

The demonstration took place at the Woodmead 
Halls last Tuesday, where art group members watched 
and picked up tips from Deborah.

Time is the only way to get alcohol

You could be over the legal limit many hours after 
your last drink, even if it's the 'morning after'. Sleep, 
coffee and cold showers don't help to sober you up.

8 ,620road accidents in 2008 happened when a driver was over the legal limit for alcohol. 2,020 people were killed or seriously in¬ 
jured as a result. While these figures are high, accidents involving drink driving have decreased hugely over the last 30 years. 
Deaths and serious injuries related to drink driving have fallen over three-quarters since 1980. 

What's the law on drink driving? 

In the UK, the alcohol limit for drivers is 80mg of alcohol per 100ml of blood, 35mg per 100ml of breath or 107mg per 100ml of urine. 
In most other European countries, the limit is less, usually 50mg per 100ml of blood. 

How much can I drink and stay under the limit? 

There is no foolproof way of drinking and staying under the limit. The amount of alcohol you would need to drink to be considered 
drink driving varies from person to person. It depends on: Your weight. Your gender (men tend to process alcohol faster than women). 
Your metabolism. Your current stress levels. Whether you've eaten recently, Age (younger people tend to process alcohol more slowly 
Even small amounts of alcohol can affect your ability to drive so the only safe advice is to avoid any alcohol if you are driving. 

How alcohol affects driving 

Many of the functions that we depend on to drive safely are affected when we drink alcohol: the brain takes longer to recieve mes¬ 
sages from the eye; processing information becomes more difficult; and instructions to the body's muscles are delayed resulting in 
slower reaction times. 

Blurred and double vision can also occur, which means the ability to see things correctly whilst driving is reduced. People are also 
more likely to take potentially dangerous riskes behind the wheel if they've been drinking alcohol. 

How would I be tested for drink driving? 

Even small amounts of alcohol affect your ability to drive and the only safe advice is to avoid any alcohol if you are driving 
If the police want to investigate whether you are over the drink driving limit, they will carry out a screening breath test at the roadside 
using a breath screening instrument, sometimes referred to as a breathalyser. 

If you fail this test, or if they have other grounds for believing you were driving impaired through drink, you will be arrested and 
taken to a police station. 

At the station you will be required to provide two breath specimens into an evidential breath testing instrument. The lower of the 
two readings will be used to decide whether you are above the drink driving limit. 

If the evidential breath sample is up to 40% over the limit you have the right to replace your evidential breath specimen with blood 
or urine. The police officer will decide which it will be. If your evidential samples show that you are over the limit, you will be charged. 

The police can carry out a breathalyser test if you have committed a moving traffic offence, or been involved in an accident, or have 
given the police grounds to believe you are over the limit. 

The police are allowed to stop any vehicle at their discretion, and will often set up drink driving check points over periods such as 
Christmas and New Years Eve. 

What's the punishment if I get caught drink driving? 

Anyone caught drink driving will be banned from the road for at least 12 months, and fined up to £5,000. You can also be sent to 
prison for up to six months. Imprisonment, the period of disqualification and size of fine depend on the seriousness of the offence. 

If you're caught drink driving more than once in a 10 year period, you'll be banned for at least three years. 

How to ensure you don't drink and drive 

Arrange within your group of friends who's going to be the designated driver. A designated driver is the person who abstains from 
alcohol on a night out so they can drive the rest of their group of friends home safely. 

If you live somewhere with good public transport links - take advantage of them. If you're planning on staying out beyond the last 
train or bus, make sure you've got a couple of taxi numbers. 

If you have no option but to drive, stick to zero alcohol beers, mocktails or standard soft drinks. 

Not every night out has to involve a bar or pub - book a table at a restaurant or try one of our alcohol-free nights on the town ideas.

In 1921 Cicely Fox Smith wrote this 
verse about sailor Bill.

The first I ever 'ad at sea I was 'ardly more 'n a nipper, 

An'I'd took an'signed, bein'young an'green, in a dandy Down-east clipper 
With a bullnecked beast of a bucko mate an'a rare tough nut of a skipper. 

An' we dined 'andsome, so we did, off biscuits an'salt 'orse, 

An'finished up with scraper duff an' sand-an'-canvas sorce, 

An' them as growled got seaboot soup by way of an extry course. 

I've 'ad my Christmas 'ere an' there, I've 'ad it up an' down, 

I've 'ad it sober on the seas an' drunk in sailor-town, 

I've 'ad it where the folks are black an' where the folks are brown, 

And under many a tropic sky an' many a foreign star, 

In Perim, Portland, Pernambuck, Malacca, Malabar, 

Where the rum bird-'eaded totem poles and the gilded Buddhas are. 

I've 'ad it froze in Baltic cold an' burned in Red Sea 'eat, 

I've 'ad it in a Channel fog as busy as a street, 

An'once I 'ad it off the 'Orn, an' that was sure a treat. 

I was in the clipper Sebright then — a big ship, 'eavy sparred, 

With every sort o' flyin' kite an' a seventy foot mainyard, 

An' 'andlin' 'er in a gale of wind, I tell you, it was 'ard! 

We come on deck for the middle watch, an'save us, 'ow it blew! 

A night like the devil's ridin'boots, that never a star shone through, 

An' the seas they kep'on poopin' 'er till we 'ad to 'eave 'er to. 


We snugged 'er down, we 'ove 'er to, an' there all night lay she, 

With one mainyard arm pointin'to 'eaven an'one to the deeps o' the sea, 
Dippin' 'er spars at every roll in the thunderin'foam alee.

An' we laid aloft an' loosed the sails an'squared the ship away,

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The fast and the curious 


SIXTY-TWO per cent of young male novice drivers 
think they are more skilful than the average driver, 
according to the lAM's latest report, The fast and 
the curious: young people's attitudes to driver 
training. Only 32 per cent of young women say the 
same. 

Young, novice drivers are the highest risk group 
on our roads, and male drivers between 17-29 are 
more than twice as likely to be killed or seriously 
injured as young female drivers*.Thirty per cent of 
car occupant fatalities are drivers aged 17-24, or 
passengers of a driver aged 17-24, yet this age 
group makes up only eight per cent of all driving 
licence holders. 

The report also highlights the fact that young 
drivers are much more likely to take post-test train¬ 
ing if there are proper financial incentives - re¬ 
duced insurance premiums would encourage 


three-quarters of young novice drivers to consider 
further training. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best, speaking at the 
lAM's annual lunch today, said:"Young male drivers 
suffer from a lethal combination of overconfidence 
and inexperience. They don't need curfews and 
other restrictions on their driving; they need to 
practice and gain driving experience safely. 

"There are many paying thousands of pounds a 
year in insurance and killing themselves.The solu¬ 
tion to this problem is to link driver training and in¬ 
surance discounts." 

But this training needs to be done early. Fewer 
miles driven since passing the practical driving test 
and fewer attempts to pass the practical driving 
test (more likely to be a first time passer) make 
drivers more likely to be positive about further 
training.

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Don't give winter tyres 
the cold shoulder! 


AS TEMPERATURES 

plummet across the 
whole of the UK, Tyre- 
Safe is urging motorists 
to 'warm' to winter 
weather tyres to stay 
safe on the roads. 

Following one of the 
warmest autumns on 
record, winter has now 
arrived and with it air 
temperatures, which are 
crucial to how a tyre 
performs, have plunged. 
When temperatures 
drop below seven de¬ 
grees Celsius the tread 
compound in 'normal' 
summer tyres begins to 
harden, changing their 
performance and reduc¬ 
ing road safety. 

However, with a higher 
content of natural rub¬ 
ber in their tread com¬ 
pound and advanced 
silica compounds, win¬ 
ter tyres function at their 
best in these cold damp 
conditions and are able 
to provide better grip, 
shorter stopping dis¬ 
tances and overall im¬ 


proved safety. 

Indeed, in tests con¬ 
ducted by the British 
Tyre Manufacturers'As¬ 
sociation, a car braking 
at 60mph on a wet road 
at five degrees Celsius 
stopped five metres 
shorter, equivalent to 
more than one car 
length, when fitted with 
winter weather tyres. In 
icy and snowy condi¬ 
tions the differences 
were even more dra¬ 
matic. At 30mph on 
snowy roads the differ¬ 
ence increased to eight 
metres and on icy roads 
at just 20mph, the dif¬ 
ference increased to 
nine metres. 

Data from the Met Of¬ 
fice* further supports 
the argument for driv¬ 
ers switching to winter 
tyres. Its latest average 
climate figures for the 
UK show that for three 
months of the year, the 
maximum temperature 
is below seven degrees 
Celsius and for eight 


months of the year, the 
minimum temperature 
is also below this key 
threshold. 

While snow and ice 
present an obvious 
hazard to drivers in 
terms of steering, accel¬ 
eration and braking, 
there is also a hidden 
danger that can dra¬ 
matically affect the per¬ 
formance of tyres. 

"We all remember the 
particularly harsh win¬ 
ters we've had in last 
two years, but it's not 
just these extreme win¬ 
try conditions that 
present dangers for 
drivers. Cold, damp 
roads can be just as 
hazardous and should 
be treated with the up- 
most respect. Fitting 
winter tyres is the 
safest option as they 
provide extra grip in 
these types of condi¬ 
tions, making driving 
much safer," said Stuart 
Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. 



"Although winter 
tyres can be used all 
year round, they should 
be especially consid¬ 
ered for fitment from 
October through to 
March when they come 
into their own and help 
reduce the risk of an ac¬ 
cident. Normally, the 
temperature barely 
creeps above seven de¬ 
grees during this entire 
period, especially in the 
morning and evening 
rush hours when the 
roads are at their 
busiest," said Stuart 
Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. 

Motorists who decide 
not to fit winter 
weather tyres can still 
carry out tyre checks to 
lessen their chances of 
being in an accident. 
Tread depth should be 
inspected to ensure 
that it easily exceeds 
the legal minimum re¬ 
quirements of 1.6mm 
across the central three 
quarters of the tyre, 
around its entire cir¬ 
cumference. The tyre 
should be checked for 
any cuts, bulges or em¬ 
bedded objects and 
tyre pressures should 
be checked at least 
once a month or before 
a long journey. 

Further information 
about the benefits of 
fitting winter tyres can 
be found by visiting the 
TyreSafe website at 
www.tyresafe.org. In¬ 
cluded on the site is a 
video demonstration 
which clearly shows the 
added safety benefits of 
winter tyres.

Digger denied in 
cross country debacle 


May's day sees Beaminster 
in top spot into New Year 


BOB BUCKLER RACING with Stuart Broom 
DOUBLE Dizzy looked set to win the Glen- 
farclas Cross Country Handicap Chase at 
Cheltenham on Friday as the field prepared 
to turn for home. 

But disaster struck when the leader rid¬ 
den by 7lb claimer Jaqueline Coward 
aboard Wedger Party took the wrong 
course causing a pile-up behind her. 

Fortunately Double Dizzy and jockey An¬ 
drew Glassonbury were not involved and 
although two horses were brought down, 
neither they nor their riders were seriously 
injured. 

The pair had finished third over the same 
course just four weeks earlier behind Uncle 
Junior, and like then, Glassonbury had Dig¬ 
ger (as he is known in the stable) tracking 
the front two, who were outsiders Wedger 
Party and De Danu. 

Almost foot perfect they had seen off 
course specialist Garde Champetre and 
with Uncle Junior and favourite Scotsirish 
looking beaten, it seemed that Buckler's 
horse would succeed. 

"It's very frustrating," said Buckler. "He 
jumped brilliantly and had seen off Garde 
Champetre and seemed to have the better 
of the two favourites. 

Having just passed De Danu and with 
Coward's horse starting to struggle, it 
looked like we were on to a winner. 

"I must say the course isn't well sign¬ 
posted and they could and should camber 


the last bend which is very tight and put 
rails across the far side so it is much more 
obvious, but it was a chance lost and noth¬ 
ing you can do about it. We now have to 
wait for the Cheltenham Festival in March 
for another cross country race." 

In fact the fading Garde Champetre was 
one of the last three at the time of the inci¬ 
dent and had time to negotiate the correct 
course and went on to win the race. 

Glassonbury like others did eventually 
turn his horse around and finished the race 
in sixth. 

New horse Inca Cave who has just joined 
the stable has his first run for Buckler on 
Wednesday (today) at Bangor-on-Dee. 

The six-year-old has had four hurdle races 
under trainer Pat Rodford at the beginning 
of the year and faces his first race over 
fences in the 3 3 A mile Proactive Personnel 
Handicap Chase. 

Wednesday also sees the debut of La 
Modonnina in a bumper race over IV 2 
miles for three-year-old fillies. 

"I expect there will be a few fast fillies that 
were bred for the flat, but it will be a good 
chance for her to race against horses the 
same age as her." 

Ballyegan goes atTowcester on Thursday 
and Buckler expects him to go close. Malin 
Head is expected to run at Ascot on Friday 
looking for his handicap mark and, provid¬ 
ing there is rain, The Sawyer will run at 
Ascot on Saturday.

Underdogs Dorcn set to strike again? 


WITH last winter's weather and the disruption it caused fresh 
in my mind, I decided to take advantage of the compara¬ 
tively mild afternoon and pay a visit to Weymouth to watch 
their league game against Frame 2nd on a day when the sec¬ 
ond and third sides of the local clubs, together with PUD- 
DLETOWN, were without fixtures.
